Such a thorough and 
complete knowledge of bookkeev>- 
ing <lid he show that 1 almost won- 
dered at his having called me in at 
all. Certainly he could have eon- 
ducted the investigation without 
my aid had he chosen. 

Soon after midnight I here was a 
disiu'cet knock at our door. Mr. 
I'rentiss lose rather hurriedly, and, 
oiXMiing ihe door a little, went out, 
shutting it after him. Presently 
he riMurned with a mi|)kin covered 
tray. 

"Our watchnuin," he explained 
briefly. "I gave him orders that 
we were not lo be disturbctl. and lo 
forget to-morrow that we are doing 
anything here to-night." 

Reinvigorated by the hot lunch- 
eon which the man had brought, we 
resumed our Labors at 1 o'clock and 
kept at them uninterruptedly for 
several hours longer.

Then he let nu* out 
al th(*stre(*t door and bade me good - 
liye. 'I'he watchman who had 
brought the luncheon was nowhere 
to be se(*n. 

Some days later I found anuing 
my h>tters oiu* bearing ujion its 
envelope the name of Naylor & ("o. 
Naliirnlly I snppost>d it contained 



the promised check. I was some- 
what surprised, therefore, upon 
opening it to uncover simply a 
request, in a few lines, tluit I 
would call at the firm's oftice at my 
very earliest convenience. 

The matter seeming urgent I 
went as si>on as I had looked 
through the other mail. On my 
ariival I was ushered into what 
seenu'd a strictly private' offlce, and, 
eoiiu'idently, the presence of four 
men, who, I inferred, were |)artners 
in tlie firm. One of these was el- 
derly, I wo were middle-aged, and 
Ihe fourth was still c *i[)aratively 
young. None of them had I ever 
met before. It was at once evident 
to me that they had been engaged 
in discussinar masters of gr.ave 
importf, and fiom the disturbed ex- 
])ression of their countenances I 
judged that something of an un- 
pleasant nature had lately happen- 
ed. It was the gray-haired senior 
who flist addressed me. " We can 
hardly suy we Hr<^ glad to see you, 
Mr. Hirkwood," he said, forcing an 
attempt at a sndle that seemed al- 
most as incongruous as a jest might 
have lieen at a funeral " Our rea- 
s(ni for sending for you is — ahem! 
— most unpleasant. We wish you 
to make an immediate examination 
of our books and accounts. We 
want it to be thorough, but to be 
finished as (jiiickly as possible." 

Freiiuenlly I have had cause to 
eoiifiratulate myselt on being able 
while dealing with my clients to 
stick to a few saf»* rules, namely, 
not to speak without due reflection ; 
not to auswei questions that have 
not been asked; no lo volunt(*er 
uncalled for information; not toad 
upon impulse — in short, to use an 
expi'(*,ssive colhxpiialism, not to be 
"too pi-evii>ns." It was on the tip 
of my tongue lo refer to what I liail 
done for Ihe firm a few evenings 
earlier; then, chaucing to recall 
Mr. Prenti.ss' explicit, ami oft-re- 
peated recommendation to be silent 
upon the matter unless spoken to. 
1 refrained. (Jlad enough have I 
been since that I did ,so. 

"We desire that the investiga- 
tion be finished a« quickly as pos- 
sible," repeated the old gentleman, 
in a voice that giew sliglitly tremu- 
lous, "because — bt>cause — " lb* 
hesitated, consulted the others l)y 
a look, then resumed: " Well, not 
to make a mystery of it to you, Mr. 
Hirkwood, our bookkeeper, who 
has been in our service nearl)" a 
quaiter of a century, has — we have 
just learned that he has (*ommitted 
suicide, and we want to know what 
shajjc he lias left his accounts in." 

Now' I could understand the rea- 
son forth(> pale, troubled faces of 
the four Partners. Such a giue- 
some event as this must have been 
a great shock to them. The sudden 
and violent death of one whom we 
haveknown and have beenj intimate- 
ly associated wilh for many years, 
who w«* have seen and lalk(*d with 
yesterday perhaps — it is enough 
to upset a little the equilibrium of 
the least sympathetic and innigina- 
tive mind. I was shocked, too, al- 
though not from the same cause as 
that which moved the partners in 
Naylor & Co. I never had laid 
eyes upon the deceased bookeeiM>r, 
to my knowh*dge ; jtorsonally he 
was nothing to me ; yet, coming 
as it did, the news of his suicide 
struck me with a cold chill. 

Had Mr. Prentiss' suspicions had 
some basis in fact, and were the 
bookkeeper's accounts falsified 
after all ? And had I, who called 
my.self an expert, and who prided 
myself on being able to run down 
and corner the smallest, most ob- 
scure clerical inaccuracy that<*ver 
lurked in hiding, hail I failed to 
discover what lay beneath my very 
eyes ? If so, I might well be accused 
of nnpardonabh* neglig(>nce or 
stni)idity. The tempeniture of my 
cold chill fell still lower as 1 re- 
flected that my reputation as an ex- 
pert would be practically ruined 
should my shortcomings (>ver b(> 
bronght to light. 

The four Tnembers of the firm 
seemed to be ignorant of the fact 
that alteady 1 had done a consider- 
able amounl of detective work am- 
ong their books. Why wasthis so? 
I could not undei'sland the present 
aspect of affairs at all. Where 
was Ml. Prentiss? Why had he 
not told his associates of the .ser- 
vices I had been called in lo render? 
Cerlaiidy he had implied in his 
talk wilh me thai he was spokes- 
man and agent 'for the lirm, that 



all wore Interested and equallj' 
well informed as to what he was 
doing. There were many things I 
wished to know, but it was plain 
th.it 1 must not attempt to gain my 
knowledge by asking (questions. 
Krmn motives of policy it l)ehooveil 
me to be strictly on my guard. 
For the present I must maintain 
a di8cre(*t reticence and proceed 
with caution It was regrettable 
that T was to be forced into using 
duplicity. Should discovery come 
eventually, I must put on the best 
face possible; meanwhile there was 
no call for me to go a single step lo 
invite my own undoing. I there- 
fore awaited the course of events, 
inwardly fearful, while appearing 
sutflciently composed to avoid call- 
ing curious or unfavorable at- 
tention. 

" You have (ompetent assistants 
whom you can employ, I suppose," 
remarked one of the middle-aged 
partners, after a short silence. 

" We should want you to put on 
as many as could work together to 
advantage," added Ihe youngest of 
the four, when I had bowed ati 
aflirmative to the other's (i[uery. 

" How soon can you begin ?" ask- 
ed the senior. 

"I will come myself this after- 
noon," I answered. My assistants 
are within ea.sy call, and I (»an hive 
them here byeveningat the latest." 
" Very goo(l,"api)roved my (jues- 
lioner. I think we need detain you 
no longer, at present ; need we, Mr. 
I'rentiss ?" 

" I think not, Mr. Selfiidge." 
Involuntarily, I shot a cnr-ous 
glance at the speaker, tlM> middle- 
aged partner, who had kept silence 
until now W(>re there, then, two 
members of the firm l)earing the 
name of Prentiss? It so, there wns 
no evidence lo show that they were 
kinsmen, for certahily there was no 
family resemblance between this 
Mr. Prentiss and the other. They 
were of about the same height !ind 
build, it was true, and perhaps on a 
government p.issport their descrip- 
tions might have tallied in a gen 
oral way, but noliody would have 
thought of asserting that they look- 
ed alike. Shadowy doubts and 
vagui* distrust anent my Mr. 
Prentiss were beginning to gather 
in my mind. More light than there 
was I should have been glad lo gel 
from some souire, but I dared not 
run the risk of appearing (yo in- 
quisitive. 

I brought my force of workers 
together as soon as practicable, and 
began what I knew would be a 
labor of considerab!e magnitude. 
Upon the assumption that 1 had 
overlooked, in my previous rt*- 
searches, something that needed 
finding out, it was u«>cessary that I 
should ]»roceed this time with ex- 
traordinary care. At the end of 
the seeon(i evening I went hon.e 
without having made any discove- 
ries that could r<»flect upon the in- 
tegrity of the dead accountant, or 
injure my own hard-earniMl repu- 
tation. Meanwhile, by indirect 
methodsand with the utmost dis- 
(*retion, I had been acquiring in 
formation. I learned that there 
were two Messrs. Prentiss in the 
firm of Naylor & Co., but that tlie 
one I had not seen was a man fully 
as old as Mr. Self ridge, and that 
he ha 1 been absent for full thret> 
months in Europe, where he was 
traveling with his family. As for 
the sixth partner, he was also 
abroad, buying goods. There was 
no other per.son bearing the name 
of Prenti-ss eonnectetl in any way 
with the house. The identity of 
my strange vi.sitor and the object 
in" his coming to me remained, 
therefore, a mystery. Much of my 
work for Naylor & Co. was done 
in the evening, and it so chanced 
that I was al)le to interview the 
night-watchman without arousing 
either his or anbody else's sus- 
picions. He was an old man, and 
lie told me he had been in tlu* 
firm's employ for more than thirty 
years. He had held his pre- 
sent position during nearly a de- 
cade and all that while had l)een 
absent fiom his nightly Watch few- 
er than half-a-dozen times. It 
tr.inspired, somewhat curiously, 
that one of those absences occurred 
on the very evening when I had 
come to work with tlje supposed 
Mr. Prentiss. The man who had 
brought us the luncheon, and 
whom I had not seen, must have 
beiMi a substitute, then. 

It may be possible to keop some 



things out of the columns of the 
newspapers, but so many things 
get into them as to tempt the public 
lo believe that if a bit of news is con- 
sidered worth publishing it will ap- 
pear in cme or another enterprising 
journal — perhaps in all of them— 
almost as soon as the event it re- 
presents has occurred. I consider 
it more than surt»rising, therefore, 
that the story of Naylor A Co.'s 
bookkeeper's suicide was kept a 
secret by the fl rm for nea rly t wo d ays. 
Then the facts leaked out. weie 
gradually collected, and as greedily 
snapped up when spread abroad, 
and a sensation of the fir.st-class was 
the result. 

The name of the unhappy man 
was T'embridge;hisage, as [nililish- 
ed, was 54. He was d esc ri lied as 
being tall, thin, smooth-faced, and 
wearing a brown wig. The manner 
of his death was, briefly, ns follows: 
Two evenings before that on which 
I was summoned for the se-ond 
time to the office of Naylor & Co.. 
■A tall, lank, dark man had hired a 
small boat near Fort Lee ferry and 
gone out rowing on the Hudson, 
Liiter that night the same. boat had 
been picked up as it was floating 
down stream, about ofl" Pier 41?. by 
the police tug Pa vonia, of Hoboken. 
In it weie found a man's hat, coal, 
waistcoat and hoots. In the 
pock(>l of the coat was discovered a 
sealed note, addressee! to Naylor tV 
Co., which was delivered to (hat 
firm next morning. By it the 
writer, Theodore Pembridge, in- 
formed his employers that he was 
tired of life and had reseilved to 
elrow'i himself. No other cinse 
was given for his act, and no re- 
ference' was made lo the stnte of his 
ae'counts. It was learnetl further 
that Mrs. Pembrielge ree-eiveei the 
same morninu through the re'L'ular 
mail a letter the conte-nts of which 
had given her a sevei-e shock. 
This was suppi sed lo have come 
from her husband, and to have 
advised her of his intended suicide. 
The exact tenor of the commnnica 
lion, however, was being kept 
private by the afflicted family. 
Mrs. Pembridge hiid taken to he-r 
bed and e-onld not be see>ri, anei 
neme of the other members of the 
househedd e'onld be induee*d to talk 
on Ihe subject of Mr. Pembridge-'s 
deaih. The body had not been re- 
covered anel was sujiposed te)have 
been carried out to sea. 

During the thinl day of my re- 
searches, iv discovery of vital im- 
portance was made. Luckily foi 
my professional priele, alreviely 
sulTering from a secret wound, it 
was I and not one of my assistants 
whei chanceel upon this clue eif one 
elf the cleverest eleceptietns ever 
resorted to by a falsifier of accounts 
to cover bis nuscality. It was by 
the merest good luck that I hit up- 
on ii, in ground I luul gone eivei 
onco before*, and I really wondered 
less at having mi.ssed it the first 
time than al finding it at all. 

Without geiing into unintelligible 
technicalities I will simply add 
that it did infinite creelit to Mr. 
Pembrielge's ingenuity, whatever 
may bo said of his recliluele 

The scent once uncovered, ii was 
comparatively easy to run down 
the game.

.Mutes has sustained a great loss in 
thf deuth of Dr. I.saae J>ewis I'eet 
in New York City, on Dec<;mlM»r 
27lh, 1898, in the seventy-fifth 
year of his age. 

After his graduation at Vale Col- 
lege in 184.5, he spent the rest of 
his long life in connection with the 
New Vork Institution for the Deaf 
and Dumb, first as a teacher and 
then as the Friiicij)al. He master- 
ed the various methods of instruct- 
ing the deaf, and won the distinc- 
tion of an international re|)utation 
as an educat^>r. He was able (o ex- 
press his ideas clearly and vigor- 
ously, and c<Mil rilnit<'<l many valu- 
licles to the iileiatuie of the 
'di whirli lie adorned. He 
was always conspicuous in the con- 
ventions of the temdiers of the deaf 
and dumb. In the busy life thus 
briefly sketched, he found time to 
take an int"rest in the welfare of 
his pupils who had left the In 
stitutioii. Hi; b"caine one of the 
first trustees of this Society, and a 
member of its Standing Ojnirnittee 
of the (iallaudet Home f<ir Deaf- 
.Mutes. He was wise in his coun- 
sels and encouraging in his influ- 
ence, assuring his co-workers thai 
they had in hand a most impor- 
tant mission to the children of 
silence. On Sijn<lay, December 
4th, Dr. J'eet attended the first s<ir- 
vice in the new St. Ann's Church 
for deaf-muies, and received the 
ih>]y Communion with its clergy 
and people. He thus most touch- 
ingly commenioraled the seventy- 
fourth anniversary of his birth. 
()n December lOth, he made an 
eloquent address on the 111th an- 
niversary of the birth of Dr. 
'J'homas H. Gallaiidet, the founder 
of the first Institution for the Deaf 
an'l Dumb in the IJnite<l States. 

How little did our venerable 
friend realize that he was thus 
leaving behind him very tender re- 
membrances as preparations for his 
' ' irture to Paradise. The end 
[vacefiilly and he has foiinil 
riihl through the Saviour in whom 
he had trusted. 

The iinprcsHive funeral service 
was held in the New Vork Instilii- 
lion for the Deaf and Dumb on 
Friday afternoon, Decemls-rSOth.

A shocking and fatal accident 
befell one of the pupils of the Mt. 
Airy Institution, on Monday after- 
noon, the 10th iust. The Evening 
BulMin of the Uth inst., had this to 
say of it: — 

Ray l.iOnKenber.«er, a pupil at the I'eun- 
sylvauia Insiilution for the Deaf and Dumb, 
al Mount .Airy, was run down bv an express 
train on the ("resheim branch of tlie I'enu- 
sylvania RaiUoad at the institution yestei-- 
day afternoon. The youth was terribly 
mangled and die<i of liis injuries an hour 
after the accid-ni. Deputy Coroner Kurtz 
made an investiKation concerniUK thedeath 
tt)-day and an inquest will be held to- 
morrow. 

The tracks of the C^resheim branch of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad pass almost directly 
in the rear of the industrial building ol the 
Mount Airy institution, 

IjonKcnlmi (jer st arted to cross the track at 
that ponit and, beiuK a doaf-niute, did not 
hear tlu' approachiuK passeu^tcr train. The 
train was an express anil was ^oing at the 
rate of at least thirty-live miles an hour 
when the enKine struck the victim. He was 
li\irle<t many feet, and when picked up by 
some of his coinr.'ides who had seen the ac- 
cident, was uucon.seions 

The yo)inK man was taken to the intlrni- 
ary, where every effort was made to save 
his life, but without avail. He died shortly 
before ft o'clock. 

Coroner Dugan was notified of the 
accident to-day by A. I.i. K. Crouter, super- 
intendent of the institution. The l)oiiy is 
still at that place.

This sudden taking off, coupled 
with the fiightful manner of its oc- 
currence, had the cfTcct of caslinga 
deep gloom over the " silent village" 
of which the deceased had lieen a 
member, air! yes. a boy, bright, 
happy, and fun-loving school boy, 
as boys are wont to be. 

The advoni of spring with all its 
allurem(>nts for outdoor sports had 
made ball playing the favorite 
pastime at Mt. Airy, as no doubt ir 
had done at other places in the 
country, and it may have been in 
the height of the enjoyment of their 
play that a group of boys, among 
whom was the unfortunate R;iy, 
forgelting the Institution rules 
which forbid trespass on the near- 
by railroail, ventured on thcfortiid- 
den ground in the pursuit of the 
ball. Then came au abrujit termi- 
nation of their innocent sport, 
which may serve as a strong warn- 
ing to the hoys in future. 

Acconling to the information wc 
received, young Ray was caught by 
an express train thai thundered by, 
lifted off his feet and hurled bodily 
against a pile of railroatl ties some 
yards ahead, sustaining severe in- 
ternal iujurie-i. The train was 
8lop|>ed and a.ssistancc was offered, 
but the boy was conveyed to the 
Institution Infirmary. He was con- 
scions part of the time, but at about 
5 o'clock, three hours after the 
accident, death relieved him ot his 
sufft>ring. 

Ray was just thirteen years old. 
His parents are Mr. and Mis Chas. 
W. Longcnberger, of Williamsport, 
Pa., both deaf-mutes. They have 
two other deaf children at Mt. Airy, 
a boy and a giil. Dr. Orouter 
telegraphed the sad news to them 
ami they immediately came to 
Philadelphia, the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company offering them 
free transportation both ways and 
other courtesies The folks at Mt. 
Airy also showed their sympathy in 
a subst.intial way by contribuiing a 
nice sum of money towards the 
funeral expenses. Of course, Mr 
and Mrs. Longcnberger felt be 
wildered by such acts of kindness 
on the part of their sympathizing 
friends and only accepted it when 
pressed. Both parents are well 
known here, lieing giaduatesof the 
Penn,»>ylvania Institution while it 
was located at Broad and Pine 
Stre<>ts. Mrs. Long(>nlH>rger was 
formerly Miss Fahncstock. They 
have our sincere sympathy in this 
sad bereavement. 

Rev. .1. M Koeliler arrived home 
.saftdy from the west, on Saturday 
morning, and ol1\ciate<l at the Sun- 
day afternoon ,servie<^ as usual. 
Preceding the sermon he gave a 
short account of his trip to St. 
Louis, saying that if it had not 
b(>nefitt(>d his healll), it liad beiMi 
beneficial in other ways. One 
thing that had made a strong im- 
press upon him was the entire 
absence or scannty of pennies in 
tlie colled Huis at all the services he 
conducl»>d in the west. He thus 
pai<l the western deaf a nice com- 
pliment. At this service Mr. How- 
ard Elliott Arnold was baptized, 
Mrs. Arnold and Mr. .1. S. Reider 
being the witnesses. 

The following is partof an edito- 
rial in the ML Airy World, April 
13th, which fully explains itself : 

" At a tneeiing of the Execuli\e 
Committee of the Board of Directors 
of the American Association to 
Promote the Teaching of Speech to 
the Deaf, on Fridav last, in New 
York, Mr. F. W. Booth, Principal 
of the Manual and Intermediate 
Oral Departments of this Institu- 
tion, was nnanimo'isly idected to 
the important and responsible posi- 
tion of (!ener;il Seeiet;irv .•iiicl'Tre.is- 



urer of the As.sociation. Infilling 
this position, Mr. Booth will have 
geneial charge of all the business 
of the As,sociatioii together with Ihc 
duty of eiliting and man.'iging a bi- 
monthly magjizine, which the Com- 
mittee has decided to publish, at an 
early day, in the interests of speech -

Mrs. Minnie Faulkner, the six 
weeks bride of Timothy Faulkner, 
the well-known deaf-mut(r shoe- 
maker, had her hustmnd airested on 
th<^ 4th for alleged assault an<l bat- 
tery, the plaintitr claiming that the 
defendant had seen fit to abuse the 
privileges of his position as her lord 
and master by striking her in the 
face, beating her and other- 
wise causing her much anguish of 
both a physical and mental nature. 
Mrs. Faulkner futhermore claiming 
that her hnsban*! endeavored to act 
the part of " Bluebeard " by refus- 
ing to allow her to exchange neigh- 
borly visits with outsiders, and that 
when she naturally objected to such 
unrcHSonable efl'orts to deprive her 
of her lil)erly, ho locked her in the 
house. When the case came to 
trial it was promptly dismissed, 
the defendent having been able to 
prove that he had only endeavored 
to persuade the plaintiff to remain 
in the shop once in a while when he 
was absent on business, and that far 
from having maltreated her, he had 
jiut uj) with a g(K>d deal of almse on 
the part of his new-made wile. 

The above proves to what an 
absurd extent a good many deaf- 
mutes will go in their hasty at- 
tempt to have revenge on others. 
The majority of lh(! intelligent 
deaf in Los Angeles consider it a 
disgrace and a slur on their re[»uta- 
tion as peaceable citizens to have 
such petty cases as thirst for 
vengeance, family stjuabbles and the 
like, brought into court ujion the 
slightest op)portunity. No wonder 
that this beautiful "City of the 
Angels" has the reputation of con- 
taining some of the worst nuisances 
in the shape of thick-headed deaf- 
mutes, west of the .Mississippi. But 
the complainant in the above cas*; 
cannot be credited with the dignity 
of a residence here, she having re- 
cently arrived in company with her 
friend, Mrs. P. Emery, wife of the 
one time principal of t/he day 
schools for the Chicago deaf, from 
that windy resort. 

Since the recent abundant rains, 
business of all sorts appear to be 
steadily, if slowly, picking up; nev- 
erthtess, desirable work in the shape 
of steady jobs appear to be hs har<l 
as ever for the <leaf to grnsp, there 
being several heads of families at 
present out of work. If any san- 
guine individual back Fiast imagines 
that Southern California is a re- 
gular para<lis«! for the jobless and 
the idle, overflowing with milk and 
honey, he is a goo<l deal off ! To 
be sure, the milk and the hone> 
are to be had here, but for 
each and all one is expect- 
ed fo pay a good round price; deaf- 
ly 'it excepted. There is an 
(, uL' l^i the elTect that: 

"If you want honey you must 
have money," arrd (Jalifornia re- 
sidents find the country about hs 
difficult a place in which to live on 
credit as it is back east, "though 
we are assured that orie lone per- 
son whose ears hear not neither doth 
his tongue speak." Though we are 
assured one thrifty claimant had 
had the audacity to at one time en- 
deavor to escape being fined by the 
tax collector on the ground that he 
was a w»//^. and theref<ire untax- 
able, his idea probably being that a 
"mute" is s^^mething t(t be classed 
with an idiot or a lunatic. We are 
sorry to add that his ruse was suc- 
cessful. If that is the way in which 
deaf-mutes are anxious to be re- 
garded by others, it is no wonder 
that so many generally fail in their 
efforts to obtain suitable employ-
